Jaime Bastian and William Kenny presented on water quality protections and road salting. Lessons 
learned from New Hampshire DOT were discussed and alternate methods towns could use for winter 
road maintenance.  Funding options to increase town and municipal education of best practices were 
discussed. 
 
6. Discuss Integrated Report Recommendations  
 
The Integrated Report Recommendations Table was again discussed and revised.  Levels of effort and 
timing of initiatives were the focus of the discussion. 

o When finalized, an updated table will be sent out. 
 
Eric McPhee proposed that uniform design standards would be recommended to come from the WUCC.  
Regulations will take a longer time at the state level.   
 
The final (3) coordinated plans are up on the group website.  There will be a 30-day comment period.
